—[Specia!]. }—Presi- 
dient Taft today unequivocally declared him- 
pelt in favor of an American ship subsidy, 
 gnd@ informed a wildly cheering audience of 
more than 20,000 persons that he intended in 
dies forthcoming message to congress to 
urge the creation of such a subsidy. This 
_ statement and the outlining of his policy for 
the future government of Alaska until such 
5 : time as that territory shall be ready for 
statehood were the features of his address 

at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition. 

The crowd that listened to the president's 
speech overflowed the Natural amphithea- 

ter. Its enthusiasm over the annoucement 

~*~ of: the ship subsidy policy was dimmed for 
a moment when the president announced that 
he was not in favor of a territorial form of 
government for Alaska at this time, but 
aé the speaker outlined his ideas of the 
needed improvements and changes in the 
present government of the northern territory 
he caught the crowd again and converted the 
majority of his hearers, apparently, to his 
own views. 

President Taft said he had intended to in- 
clude a visit to Alaska in his present trip, 
but that since he had been compelled to 
change this plan he had decided poxitively to 
visit the country next summer and go far 

 fato the interior on a tour of inspecfion. 


Sees Positive Need of Subsidy. 


„I need not tell you of the inadequacy of 
the American shipping marine on the Pa- 
cific and of the growing commercial prog- 
res in this regard of the empire of Japan,“ 
was the president’s introduction to his re- 
marks on the ship subsidy. Japan is one 
‘of the most active and generous countries in 
the matter of subsidies to its merehant ma- 
rine, and the effect is only too visible in an 
examination of the statistics. | 
‘For this reason it seems to me that 
there is no subject to which congress can 
better devote its attention during the com- 
ing session than a measure which will regu-

We earn a profit from our foreign mails 
of from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000 a year. The 
appropriation of that amount would be suffi- 
eient to put on a satisfactory basis two or 
three oriental lines and several Hnes from 
the east to South America. 


Are Contributing in Other Ways. 
„Of course, we are familiar with the argu- 
‘ment that this would be a coftribution to 
private companies out of the treasury of the

river and harbor bill, and by our reclamation 
gervice. We are putting money into the 


bpockets of shipowners, but we are giving 


them many with which they can compete, 
for reasonable profit only, with the merchant 
marine of the world.

CHOSEN FOR CITY 


Henry E. Legler Ranks High- 
est in Civil Service Exam- 
ination Conducted 
by Experts. 


HE SUCCEEDS FRED HILD. 


Accepted Candidate Is Secretary 
of Wisconsin Commission 
and Has an Excel- 

lent Record. 


— 


Chicago, going forth to search for the best 
man in the country for the post of public li- 
brarian, has chosen Henry E. Legler, sec- 
retary of the Wisconsin free library commis 
sion, 

He was named by a scientific method of 
selection, belleved to have been employed 
for the first time. The position is under the 
civil service, but, realizing that a man of the 
necessary caliber could not be obtained by 
the ordinary methods, the civil service com- 
mission rose to the emergeney by having 
the examination prepared and conducted by 
a committee of national library experts. 

The report of the special board of exam- 
iners, headed by Dr. Herbert Putnam, libra- 
rian of congress, was submitted to the city 
civil service commission yesterday, and the 
name of Mr. Legler, a man of national repu- 
tation, Was first on the list of the gradings 


Announces His Acceptance. 

Mr. Legler at Madison, Wis., announced 
that he would accept the position to which 
he is entitled. 

“Relying upon the stanch support of a” 
board desirous of extending the usefulness 
of the library,” he said, the codperation of 
the school authorities and of the other mu- 
nicipal bodies whose interests may be great- 
ly promoted thereby, and the cordial sup- 
port of the numerous, energetic, nonofficial 
organizations which are giving such remark- 
able impetus to Chicago's civic and industrial 
life, the position of public librarian of Chi- 
cago may promise without undue assump- 
tion large and profitable extension of library 
service. 

To this end a constructive program must 
be taken into account, primarily adequate 
facilities for the distribution of books to all 
sections of Chicago, first through existing 
agencies and later by means of a carefully 
Planned system of branches. Thoreugh or- 
ganization of work with children will take 
into account the intimate relations with the 
schools and other educational agencies. The 
library may wisely serve as a bureau of in- 
formation and a gatherer of authentic data 
for groups of its citizens allied with civic, 
ind other movements ot public 
— —¼ * 


Details to Be Worked Out. 

In meeting the needs of its people of for- 
eign birth for books and other reading ma- 
terial, another important duty will be per- 
formed. In working out these and other 
probiems incidental and growing out of them 
the library authorities will give to the in- 
stitution in their charge its widest measure 
of usefulness to the people of Chicago.” 

That the vigorous work of the civil service 
commission, called upon to fill an office of 
importance far above any point to which its 
jurisdiction ever before was exerted, could 
not have proved fruit less even if Mr. Legler 
hed declined the appointment, was shown by 
the reports of the examiners. 

The réport stated the examiners had dis- 
agreed on the order in which the first three 
names on the Het should be placed. They 
were unanimous upon the rating of the pa- 
pers, but when it came to the consideration 
of the question. of qualifications, such as 
character, education, and experience, they 
agreed only that three were ahead of the 
remainder of the nineteen applicants enough 
to be considered alone. Then they could not 
agree on the order in which the three should 
be placed. 


Difficulty in the Choice. 

From the ratings given, one member of 
our board strongly dissents, signing this re- 
port only for the purpose of making it 
unanimous,” reads one part of the com- 
munication to the civil service commission. 

“The difficulty of this choice and the fact 
of this dissent indicate what the board notes 
for your genera) attention—that an estimate 
based on the record, the essays submitted, 
combined with the general judgment of its 
four members based upon the elements of 
character, education, and experience, reveals 
none among the nineteen candidates as clear- 
ly pre@éminent fer this position, nor as giving 
complete assurance of success in it in com- 
parison with other persons that might be 
avallable. ‘This will indeed appear from the 
numerical ratings.” 

None of the names of the candidates for 
the place was made public before the mark- 
ings, and with the statement of the result 
only the name of the No. 1 man was given 
out by the civil service commission. Even 
his rating was not disclosed, and it was 
stated that the names of the next in order 
would not be given out unless Mr. Legler 
waives the certification, 

“There were several who passed,“ was 

e only statement of the comparative stand- 
ings of the nineteen applicants. 


'  §Sprogle Brings Results Back. 

The results of the examination were 
brought back to Chicago by Howard 0. 
Sprogle, counsel for the civil service commis- 
sion, who was a member of the special board 
ef examiners, from Lake George, N. X., 
where he has been since Monday with Dr. 
Putnam. Clement Walker Andrews, lbra- 
rian of the John Crerer library, and Frank 
P. Hill, Mbrarian of the pubiic library of 
Brooklyn, N. T., who constituted the board. 

He brought with him only the list of num- 
bers assigned the different papers in the | 
order in which they were arranged by the 
examiners and the two pages of the type- 
written report, Upon the opening of the 
identification envelope Mr. Legler was shown 
as the No. 1 man.

McCoid Outlines Campaign. 

“tt een How that the majority OF the 
members of that committee are in favor of 
the proposed ordinance,” said Ald. McCold, 
“but it is well to keep after them so that 
they will not suffer change of heart: Every 
letter that is sent to them and every personal 
request will have its weight. 

There ought to be a special committee to 
call upon every one of these aldermen and 
to see that no adverse interests are gt work. 
I do not anticipate much delay. I believe the 
campaign already made has created a senti- 
ment in favor of the ordinance, and I beHeve 
ft will be passed.“ 

. There is a great need for work to sustain 
the sentiment and keep the aldermen right, 
if they are all right now,“ said Mrs. Sergel. 
„We can feel aseured that the railroads are 
not going to be idle about this ordinance, and 
we will have to work just as hard asthey do. 

It seems that the ordinance is sure to 
pass, and I would be in favor of Holding a 
big massmeeting, at which representatives of 
the city administration should be present for 
the effect it would have upon the stockhold- 
ers and directors of the Illinois Central and 
other railroads: I feel sure that the alder- 
men and city officials are with us, but if the 
stockholders are to be told that they are 
to lose 2 per cent of their dividends, I am not 
so sure about them. 


Expects Ordinance Will Pass. 


“There is an opportunity to enlist the 
women's clubs of the city in the movement, 
as they are just beginning thelr meetings for 
the year. I believe many of them will join 
in the campaign. The Englewood Woman's 
club has already begun the work.”’ 

Mr. Iles agreed to present the question to 
the Union League and Hamilton clubs, and 
ask them to appoint committees to assist in 
the campaign. Mr. Martin said that he 
would take the question up with the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, which already has a com- 
mittee on the smoke nuisance.

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CUPID JOINS WOMEN’S UNIONS 


National League Votes for a Mar- 
riage Dowry System. 


SPINSTERS GET SHOW, TOO. 


Vacation Benefits Their Portion; Jap- 
anese Exclusion Asked. 


No longer need young women be deterred 
from joining trade unions by the excuse tnat 
they are “about to be married.” ‘rhe adop- 
tion of a system of granting marriage dow- 
ries’ to members of women's unions, there- 
by alding in the time honored labor of Dan 
Cupid, was decided upon yesterday by the 
biennial convention of the National womens, — 


Trage Union leasae.. 


The plan, which was adopted to inauce 


women to join unions of their craft, provides ; 


that when any member of the organization. 
marries she shall be presented with a dowry, 
the amount to be conditionai on the number 
of years she has been a member. 

For the benefit of spinsters and those 
who for reasons of their own may choose 
to remain single, an amendment was added 
to the plan providing for the payment of 
„ vacation dowers to them, in leu of the 
„ marriage dowries they would have re- 
ceived in the event they had entered the state 
of conjugal! bliss. 


Great Success in England. 


After the spinsters had been provided for, 
the plan was adopted unanimously. The 
proposition came before the convention in 
the shape of a report of the committee on 
organization, read by Miss Rose Schneider- 
mann of New York. It was shown that in- 
ducements along similar lines have been tried 
among working women in England and, ac- 
cording to Miss Mary R. Macarthur of Lon- 
don, the scheme has pfoved a great success 
there. . 

The national executive board was author- 
iged to work out the plan on the basis of 
a graded scale and put it into operation as 
soon as possible. It is likely that special 
funds will be put aside for the purpose and 
each member credited with $10 a year to 
apply to either the marriage dowry or the 
vacation benefit. 

In ten years the girls who decided to marry 
would be entitled to $100, and a almilar sum 
would go to spinsters as a vacation benefit. 


Old Maids Present Discrimination. 


Originally the plan was drafted to apply 
only to girls who decided to marry. Miss 
Emma Steghagen, secretary of the Chicago 
league, declared, however, that “we oid 
maids heard about the discrimination and we 
kicked up a fuss.” 

„„A the proposition stands now we all 
have a chance to enjoy the bounty of the or- 
ganization. As a matter of fact, who are 
more entitled to a benefit after years of 
service in the unions than the old maids?” 

Among the resolutions introduced was one 
demanding that the Asiatic exclusion law 
be extended to include the Japanese, the 
Coreans, and all other Asiatic races from 
the United States.

Gong System in Use. 

The Cregier police signal system is in use 
in the downtown district and is equipped 
with gongs for calling patrolkmen to the 
boxes in case of emergency, These boxes 
are two biecks apart, and @ policeman can 
hear the ringing of the gong no matter 
where he is, if on the street. 

When he hears the warning sound he goes 
to the patrol box and is told of the fire and ite 
location. Before the fire apparatus reaches 
the corifer at which he is stationed, the po- 
licemen have had time to clear the streeta, 
and the engines pass on without delay. 

“The idea is a good one, I think,” said 
Chief Steward, “and no doubt the new scheme 
will ald materialy in decreasing the number 
of accidents. 


Confusion Causes Accidents. 

“Drivers in the fire department are ex- 
tremely cautious, but sometimes accidents 
are unavoidable. Persons become confused 
at the rushing of engines and trucks, and not 
infrequently do we hear of some one stepping 
directly in the path of danger. 

“With the new gong system in force this 
danger will be decreased.

Defense’s Arguments Sifted. 

Contentions of Mr. Miller. on both, how- 
ever, were picked apart thoroughly by the 
judges during the arguments, With these 
questions eliminated frem the case attorneys 
believe the Waleh appeal is greatly weak- 
ened. The appeal rests principally on them. 

Mr. Miller argued that-the verdict of the 
jury would have to be set aside because the 
indictment counts on which the verdict of 
guilty was found were repugnant, one toward 
another.. He held that the averments of dif- 
ferent counts contradicted each other and 
that the jury, therefore, contradicted itself 
when it returned a verdict of guilty on con- 
tradictory counts. 

That makes no difference.“ said Judge 
Baker during a heated discussion with Mr. 
Miller. It there is sufficient evidence to 
sustain any oné of the averments in any one 
count the verdict of guilty must stand, even 
though one count may contradict another, as 
you say. 5 

Criminal Intent Not Shown. 

That no proof that Mr. Walsh had crim- 
inal intent was shown in the tase and that 
the acts committed cbüld not themselves 
be taken to prove intent was maintained by 
Mr. Miller. He deciared that tthe judges 
hearing the Walsh case themselves had held 
that criminal intent had to be distinctly 
shown. Judge Grosscup, however. told Mr. 
Miller he was mistaken and held that crim- 
inal intent was to be assumed when the acts 
committed were on their face illegal, though 
strict proof of it hud to be made When the 
acts committed were on their face legal.

Walsh Story Reads Like Fiction. 

The story of John R. Walsh and tne opera- 
tions which brought him from the position or 
a humble newsboy to that of a Dank and ra}i- 
road president rated: at, many millions, and 
finally resulted in his fail reads like tnat 
of fiction. It is the story of battles, of strug- 
gles and gigantic conflicts, of great victories 
and c defeat. 

While he loved the smoke of battle and the 
glory that comes with victory, Walsh first of 
all wanted money. He wanted money for 
the power that was in it. He wanted a news- 
paper, a railroad, and a bank. Then, too, he 
wanted political power—and he had a pretty 
good idea about how to go about getting it. 

So, even while he was a newsdealer, he 
quietly but surely cemented certain politica] 


ties that eventually placed him in a class 


with the city’s leaders. Early in the 70's 
he was trying to get control of the old Chi- 
cago Times. But after discovering that it 
was plastered with mortgages He relin- 
quished this ambition for the time being and 
stuck to the news business. 

Finally, however, Walsh did get his news- 
paper. It wasa four page newspaper, then 
called the Herald. Afterward he helped start 
the Evening Post. e sold out the Herald 
and the Post beforé the combine of the 
Herald and the Timea In that sanie year 
he started the Chronicle, 


Becomes Park Commissioner. 

In 1879 Walsh moved toward the realization 
of his second big ambition. In that year he 
became south park commissioner. Until then 
he apparently wanted nothing in politics but 
honor. After awhile one of the editors of 
Walsh's paper became a member of the park 
board. 

There were park funds to be deposited and 
shortly the Chicago National bank was es- 
tablished. | 

With his bank—his second ambition—real- 
ized, Walsh went out after the biggest thing 
in banking, the control of all public moneys. 
John M. Smyth became a director in the 
Chicago National. There was no opposition 
among the political leaders. So the funds 
of the west park board also were deposited 
in Waleh’s bank. 5 

The Home Savings bank, organized in 1807, 
was the next step. The Kquitabie ‘l'rust com- 
pany was organized later and Walsh's'tinan- 
cial system was complete. 


Huge Deposits of Public Money. 

Success brought Walsh niany enemies, but 
Blount, Smyth, Jamieson, Hanecy, Sullivan, 
Hopkins, and Brennan were with him, and 
he bade defiance to all comers. It seemed 
that nothing could dislodge the public funds 
from the treasury of the Chicago National. 
Illinois state funds, Cook county funds, Chi- 
cago funds, west, south, and Lincoln park 
funds went into its vaults. The huge funds 
of the drainage board were secured finally. 

Mean whil alsh had been branching out 
into other activities. Gas offered its fields 
for the first of his great politico-financial 
moves. He was in Ogden gas with Sullivan 
and Hopkins, and was in Illinois Tunnel 
with other politicians. There were scan- 
dale over the organization of the gas com- 
panies, but the Walsh crowd pushed the bills 
through the general assembly. 

The rallroads were the beginning of 
Weleh’s trouble. He started to complete the 
Indiana. Southern railway; he planned to 
build it to Chicago and Indianapolis from 
Westport, Ind. Walsh was in coal, and he 


needed an outlet for his mines, The road 


did not cost him much—at least, nothing Hke 
the $10,000,000 ft cost the original builders. 
It was about twelve years ago that Walsh 
had begun to deviate from the straight busi- 
ness of banking to that of promotion or the 
making of speculative investments. With

Walsh's financial operations began to multi- 
ply.

$16,000,000 in deposits and the Home Savings 


total liabilities of the three institutions footed

Other Banks Guarantee Deposits. 
Walsh and all the officers of the bank re- 
signed. The Clearing House association 


that they would not lose a cent by the Walsh 
failure. The quick work of the Clearing 
House association and its agsurance that 
every interest involved would be protected 
were all that prevented a panic in the city. 

At the first meeting of the clearing house 
committee Walsh placed at its disposal all 
ithe available securities in the various enter- 
prises in which he was interested. 

In March, 1906, Walsh, charged with vio- 
lation. of federal banking laws, was placed 
under arrest. He was released on a $50,000 
bond before United States Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote. It was the first arrest of a 
bank president in Chicago by national au- 
thorities for a violation of thé banking laws. 

The charge against Walsh in brief/was 
that on Nov. 18, 1905, in a sworn report to 
the controller of the currency, he under- 
stated the amount of the bank's loans to 
ite officers and directors by nearly $8,000,000 
and overstated other loans to a generally 
similar amount. The result alleged was to 
hide the 3,000. 000 loans to Walsh himself. 


Indicted by Federal Grand Jury. 

In January, 1907, Walsh was indicted on 
182 coumts by the federal grand jury on a 
charge of misapplying the funds of the Chi- 
cago National bank. The indictment was 
based on section 5209 of the revised statutes 
of the United States, making it.a misde- 
meanor for any officer ot a national banking 
association to misapply any of the moneys, 
funds, or credits of the bank. 

After a long and bitter struggle a federal 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty against 
the banker. 

For the second time in his life Walsh was 
in custody for a few moments after the pro- 
nouncing of the sentence, but hie chief 
counsel, Attorney Miller, imediately went be- 
fore Jud ter 8. Gr p and secured a 
writ o r that was made a supersédeas. A 
new bond for $50,000 was signed by the IIli- 
nois Surety company. He is at liberty pend- 
ing the decision of the Court of Appeals, now 
about to be rendered.

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DEATH ROLL OF 600 A YEAR 
LAID TO CHICAGO INDUSTRIES. 


Ethelbert Stewart Gathers Data for 
Administration’s Proposed Employ- 
ers’ Liability Act. 


At least 600 deaths due to industrial acct- 
dents occurred in Chicago from Aug. 31, 1908, 
to Sept. 1, 1900, in the opinion of Ethelbert 
Stewart, special agent of the department of 
commerce and labor. Mr. Stewart yesterday 
completed an investigation in Chicago and 
will compile a report to be made to the de- 
partment at Washington in connection with 
a proposed employers’ liability bill, which, 
it le expected, will be before the next con- 
gress. 

The investigation was carried on in the 
office of Coroner Hoffman. The new bill 
which the department is expected to draw 
up wil be meled r the German law, 
by which all industriegiontribute to a na- 
tional fund to pay for deaths caused by 
them. 

We intend to make a list of all deathe 
and then inquire into the causes and into 
the present circumstances of the families 
of the persons killed,“ said Mr. Stewart. In 
order to do this it is necessary that we visit 
the families of the men killed and make a 
thorough canvass of conditions.” 5

The Republican county committee will 
meet next Friday to consider ways and means 
of nominating a candidate for congress in 
the Sixth district to fill the vacancy caused 
by Lorimer's resignation, and for the house 
of representatives in the Second senatorial 
district.

NORTHWESTERN FRESHMEN 
FOUND TIED HAND AND FOOT. 


Policeman Rescues Three Students at 3 
A. M. Near Lake Shivering from Cold 
as Alleged Hazers Run Away. 


Three freshmen in Northwestern univer- 
sity were found tied hand and foot on the 
beach a few feet away from the water's edge 
of Lake Michigan early yesterday morning, 
according to a report made by the suburb’s 
police. Policeman Patrick Smyth says that 
he found the three youths lying near the lake 
about 3 o'clock in the morning and that at 
the same time he saw several other boys, 
who he says were students in the university, 
running away from the scene. 

“The boys were freshmen,” Smyth said, 
and told me they were being hazed by some 
of the upper classmen. I did not get the 
names of the victims nor of their tormentors.

Reference is made to the fact 
that he bequeathed $5,000 to Arnold Held, bi- 
chauffeur, and $2,000 to other servanta, but 
there is no explanation why the gifts were 
revoked. 

Attorney William Mannhardt has been re- 
tained to fight the validity of the codicil. 
Held and the other servants are counted 
upon to establish proof of Mr. Yerkes’ “* pol- 
son delusion.” Franklin Bien, a New York 
attorney who wag’ with Mr. Yerkes in Lon- 
don, and Mary Lightford Spotswood of Lon- 
don, both. of whom signed the codicil as wit- 
nesses, will be called on also to testify.

Sars DEFECTS ARE MANY.

Thinks Esperanto May Solve the 
Problem of Easy World 
Communication. 


„The English language can never become 
the world language. It is too cumbersome. 
Its idiosyncrasies are greater than those of 
any other language. Phrases contradict 
themselves. We say we turn up our noses, 
when we do nothing of the kind. Other 
world languages present similar absurdities. 
The universal language of the future is not 
spoken today.“ 

This is the opinion of Prof. F. C. L. van 
Steenderen of Lake Forest university. He 
eh firm in his belief that English never will 

be adopted by the rest of the world, either 
voluntarily or otherwise. Mr. van Steen- 
dere is a native of the German-Holland 
border line, and early emigrated to the United 
States. He went back to study native cus- 
toms in Germany, France, Holland. and 
Spain. Twenty-five years of his Mfe were 
spent across the ocean. 

“'The idea that English is the one world 
language has been so predominant in Amer- 
ica,” he said, “‘ that many can think of noth- 
ing else. Do you imagine for a moment that 
the Germans, Russians, and others will give 

up their „ to learn English? Not 
much. 

The only Agbantage in having but one 
language is for social, commercial, and in- 
tellectual purposes. The nation that gives 
up its mother tongue to take up another 
acknowledges that the other nation is its 
superior in these three ways. The Germans 
never will say England is a greater country 
than tha@jr fatherland. , 

There is only one solution of the problem. 
A universal language must be worked out, 
Among the qualities it must haye are ease, 
logic, and lack of exceptiom ‘English is too 
clumsy in pronunciation and the use of pro- 
nouns. The spelling is terrible. 

The idea of speaking of ‘ pricking up our 
ears, when they stay stationary! We say 
‘Hurry up and come down,’ when we just 
mean ‘hurry down.’ The only way we could 
get other peoples of the world to adopt this 
pecuMar tongue would be to force it on them 
and we cannot do that. At present the out- 
look is that no race is so dominant that it 
can do that.

If it is success- 
ful experience will show how the policy can 
best be expanded and enlarged and the 
American commercial flag be made to wave 
upon the seas as it did before our civil war. 
It is true that our foreign trade is great and 
increasing, and this without the merchant 
marine greatly enhances the opportunities 
for extending trade for the merchants of the 
country having such a merchant marine. 

“There is no part of the country more in- 
terested in ¢he development of this policy 
than Seattle and the whole Pacific coast. 
With the enormous energy and potential 
force that Fou have developed in your 
community here for trade and business ex- 
pansion; it cannot have escaped the fore- 
sight of your business captains that the de- 
velpoment of a merchant marine means the 
growth of Seattle into a port of such impor- 
tance that hardly the lively imagination of 
her ambitious citizens can compass it.” 


Takes Up Alaskan Question. 
President Taft chen took up the subject of 
Alaska's form of gevernment,-prefacing his 
remarks on this topic with a brief historical 
Sketch of the territory and a compliment to 
its wonderful development in the last fifteen 


years. 


“It would seem that the wealth. of Maska’ 
in minerals, in flsh, in furs, and even in agri- 
culture was still but inadequately known, 
and yet its value from a mere money stand- 
point to the nation as shown by the wealth 
which has been extracted from it exceeds 
by many fold the cost of it to the government 
of the United. States. A review of the his- 
tory of the territory will show that congress 
has been too Slow to extend to it a proper 
form of government,’’ he continued. 

“ Alaska is a country of immense expanse, 
and the governmental needs of the south- 
ekstern portion near to Washington and the 
northwest are quite different from those of 
Nome and thé Seward peninsula and of the 
Such a territory has 
need of a local legislature and local gov- 
ernment which can be understood only by 
those who are on the ground, and it is utterly 
impossible and impracticable for congress in 
its legislation to govern the details by legisla- 
tion required for the best development of the 
territory. There has been no authority in the 
territory having an adequate jurisdiction to 
meet the exigencies of such a young but po- 
tentially prosperous territory. 


- Territorial Plan Not Fitted. 

“It has been proposed that congress should 
give to Alaska the regular form of terri- 
torial government under which a legislature 
might be elected and a governor, and between 
the two they might be given the powers ordi- 
marily given to the legislature and executive 
ofa regularly organized territory. 

“I think this would be a great mistake, 
because 1 do not think the territory has a 
population of sufficient stability and per- 


manence of residence to warrant the delega- 


tion to a locally elected legislature of such 
authority.

President-elect Johh Hughes, member of the 
committee on prison labor, charged that 
graft exists at the southern reformatory 
at Jeffersonville. He said it is the federa- 
tion's duty to ex the situation. 

The convention was thrown into an uproar 
this morning when women members of the 
Garment Workers’ union sought to have the 
clothing of the delegates examined to ascer- 
tain if Union label garments are generally 
worn. 


Perkins Denounces Convict Labor. 

“The question of prison labor should be 
discussed with more vigor by this conven- 
tion,“ said Retiring Pregident Perkins. It 
is a problem that intereSts us all.

Washington. D. C., Sept. 30.—[Spectal.]— 
An expenditure of $18,000,000 annually in 
completing the arid land reclamation 
projects in the west and in installing addi- 
tional projects in states which have not yet 
received their quota is under contempla- 
tion by the administration. President Taft 
in his speech at Spokane gave impetus to the 
plan of effecting a $10,000,000 loan to be ex- 
pended in completion of the projects now un- 
der Way. 

Newell Talks of Plan. 

Director F. H. Newell of the reclamation 
service, who returned to Washington today, 
disclosed the fact that members of the senate 
irrigation committee, whom he has accom- 
panied on an inspection tour among the gov- 
ernment irrigatior systems, have expressed 
hope that congress not only will see the bene- 
fit of giving the secretary of the interior au- 
thority to make this bond issue, but will au- 
thorize a loan of this size annually until the 
great reclamation scheme is worked out to 
completion. 

We can count on practically $8,000,000 
annually from the sale of public lands,’’ said 
Director Newell today. “This amount, 
added to the sum of $10,000,000 which con- 
gress may possibly grant us authority to 
raise, will make up a fund which wil! send the 
various re@lamation projects rapidly forward. 


Bond Issue Idea Still in Embryo. 

Ot course, the idea of issuing the bonds, 
which shall be secured by the reclamation 
projects themselves and the irrigable land 
under them, is as yet in embryo, but Presi- 
dent Taft cordially has taken it up, and 
there is no doubt that he will present it 
formally to congress in his forthcoming mes- 
sage. Several senators of the irrigation com- 
mittee strongly favor it.“

G. W. Traer Diseusses Employers’ Lia- 
bility at Goldfield Congre:s, 


Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 30. — ‘wnere is a rap 
idly growing belief that society as a whole 
should bear the burden ot industria! inju- 
ries, and the great industrial and humane 
problem to be worked out ts now to distrid- 
ute the burden equitabiy,” was tne conclusion 
reached by G. W. Traer of Chicago in a 
speech on Insurance and Mine Accidents *’ 
before the American mining congress here 
today. ‘ 

Requiring an employer to turnien aeciaent 
insurance for his employés, the speaker said, 
would be merely an indirect torm ot com- 
pulsory compensation from employer to em- 
ployé for all personal injuries. Whereas for- 
merly the doctrine ot employers’ liability held 
the employé to a large measure ot responsi- 
bility for occupational accidents, the tencen- 
cy in recent years on the part of courts ana 
legislatures has been toward a broadening 
of the scope of employers’ ability ana a 
correspondingly lessening of the responsipb1ii- 
ity of the employé. 

He said that employers’ liability insurance, 
being merely a commercial venture, has ac- 
complished nothing in an ethical sense, and 
the great problem which is nearing an acute 
stage isthow to distribute the burden of in- 
dustrial injuries so that it may fal] upon the 
public.

3,000 Men on Burlington and 


Great Northern Get a 
Raise in Pay. 


Nearly $12,000,000 worth of new rolling 
gtock and motive power equipment is about 
o be placed in service on the lines comprising 
the Union Pacific-Southern Pacific system. 

nis includes some of the largest equipment 
erders placed during the year, given in the 
gpring or early summer, and cn which de- 
livery is in progress, as well as orders for 


2000 cars, just placed. 

The total includes 7,884 new cars and 105 
pew locomotives, which will be distributed 
‘over various parts of the system. The pas- 
genger car order is for.484 of various classes, 
of which nearly all are entifely of steel con- 
struction, making it the largest order for all 
Keel cars placed in the west. The order is 
divided as follows: Two hundred and forty- 
six coaches, thirty-five dining cars, thirty- 
five observation cars, and one hundred and 
eighty-eight baggage, mail, and express cars. 

Fifty-four hundred box cars are now being 
received, and orders have been placed for 
1,500 steel refrigerator cars and 600 steel bal- 
last cars. Of the refrigerator cars 1.000 will 
be of a new and improved type, with col- 
lapsible ice bunkers, so that they may be 
used for other purposes on.the return trip. 

The locomotive order was placed with the 
Baldwin Locomotive works and includes 106 
engines, half of which are for freight service. 

The Illinois Central railroad has not 
decided upon any general use of coke for 
fuel in its locomotives on the lake front, ac- 
cording to officials of the road, but is simply 
continuing experiments that have been in 
progress for several months. Some of the 
suburban engines are to be equipped shortly 

Mor burning coke in order to give an actual 

“service test of its smokeless qualities, as 
well. as for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether coke made from Illinols coal can be 
satisfactorily used. 


I. C. Keeps Up Coke Tests. 

One of the Illinois Central switch engines 
was converted into a coke burner last fall 
and showed ‘little smoke, but the difficulty 
has been to find a suitable coke at a reason- 
‘able cost. President Harahan said yester- 
day: 

we have been making an investigation 
of: the possibility of burning coke for some 
time and are continuing that investigation. 
That's all there is to it.“ 

We don't want our position misunder- 
giood,”” said Vice President I. G. Rawn. 
“This should not be confused in any way 
with the electrification question, We have 
been making an investigation for some time 
of the possibility of obtaining a western coke 
at a cost within the bounds of reason which 
could be used on our engines.

25,000 Get Raise in Pay..

No 
such deal could go through without my 
knowledge,. for besides being president of 
the road, I am its largest stockholder and 
bondholder. I contro! the property absolute- 
ly by ownership of $2,700,000 of its $3,Vi6,UUU 
second mortgage bonds, and nearly 6 per 
cent of its $4,206,000 stock.“ 


Children Forage Fruit and Veg- 
an in south Water Street. 
SOURCE OF MUCH SICKNESS. 
Juvenile Protective Association Begins 
Crusade to Stop it. 


| The Juvenile Protective association started 
a crusade yesterday against a practice of 
sending children to forage bits of fruit and 
vegetables from the garbage cahs of the 
South Water street commission houses. 

Policeman G. W. Graham, who has been 
detailed on the work, obtained the names and 
addresses of twenty-three children whom he 
saw carrying away refuse in sacks and bas- 
kets. These names were reported to Attor- 
ney Harry B. Smoot, general superintend- 
ent of the assoclation, and placed on file in 
his office. Other names are to be taken from 
time to time, and when any one name appears 
twice on the list in Attorney Smoot's office 
a warrant will be sought charging the par- 
ents of the child with contributing to its de- 
linquency. 

Every evening between 4 and 5 o'clock an 
army of children, ranging from 7 to 15 years 
old, go into the commission districts and fill 


sacks, baskets, and boxes with portions of 
the refuse. 


Refuse Eaten 25 the Popr. 

Policeman Graham learned that a great 
part of the refuse thus accumulated is car- 
ried home and used by famines in the tene- 
ment districts. 

Finding it did no good to arrest the chil- 
dren, the Juvenile Protective association, 
acting on the advice of Attorney Smodt, be- 
gan the present crusade. The statute pro- 
vides that any pergon contributing to the de- 
linguency of children may be fined $200, or 
imprisoned for twelve months, leav ing it 
within the power of the magistrate who hears 
the case to place the offender on probation 
for a term of one year. 

More than half of the children sent out to 
pick up refuse are girls, a great number of 
them foreigners, Who live in the tenement 
districts of the west side. 

* We intend to stop this practice at once.“ 
said Attorney Smoot. We have known 
about it for a long time, but have been un- 
able to do anything, I tried to get the health 
department to act in the’matter, but from the 
lack of inspeciors it was unable to do any- 
thing. 


Efforts to Stop the Evil. 

“ As a last resort the Juvenile Protective 
r has taken up the crusade, and 
not only investigate the practice of send- 
ing children to forage refuse in the South 
Water street district, but also in the other 
commission districts. We know the same 
thing happens in the Haymarket) district, 

and in other parts of the city. 

The garbage in the cans along South Wa- 
ter street and in the alley sowth of the 
street is carried away by wagons en- 
gaged by the commission men. We hope to 
prevail upon the commission men themselves 
to do something. They might be able to treat 
the refuse with some chemical similar to 
crude carbolic acid, which would prevent its 
use for food. 

What is carried away now is not fit to eat. 
It is half rotten and dirty. Beyond a doubt 
it is the cause of a great deal of sickness."’

Michigan boulevard, destined to become 
Chicago's most beautiful thoroughfare, ex- 
tending a full mile from Randolph street to 
Twelfth street, came a step nearer realiza- 
tion yesterday. Only one thing now is need- 
ed, and that is the approval of the city coun- 
cil to the ordinance which will be presented 
by Ald. George Harding at the council meet- 
ing next Monday night. 

The ordinance proposes to turn over to the 
south park commission the stretch of Michi- 
gan avenue between Jackson boulevard and 
Randolph street for the purpose of making 
a boulevard of it for the whole distance 
which it abuts Grant park. 

The actual campaign of property owners 
in Michigan avenue was taken up with the 
circulation of a petition by Russe D. Hill, 
secretary of the Michigan Avenue Improve- 
ment association, which will be signed by 
about forty property owners and presented 
Mayor Busse and the members of the coun- 

IJ. The petition was started out yesterday 
afternoon and received a number of signa- 
tures. When it is complete it will represent 
the unanimous desire of all property owners 
and lessees in the avenue. 


Harding Favors Plan. 

The petition is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Fred A. Busse, mayor, 
ard the City Council of Chicago: Wwe tne 
undersigned property owners and tenants on 
Michigan avenue, respectfully declare our- 
selves as strongly in favor of the boulevarc- 
ing of Michigan avenue not only from Jack- 
son boulevard to Madison street, but also 
from Madison street to Handoiph street. 
We urge that immediate steps be taken to 
accomplish such result. believing that the 
best interests of the chy demand such ac- 
tion.“ 

In addition to circulating the petition, 
several conferences were held and a quiet 
campaign of influence and persuasion was 
undertaken by the property owners. Ald. 
Harding learned of the desire of the northern 
property owners and stated that the ordl- 
nance he will offer will cait for turing over 
the avenue between Jackson boulevard and 
Randolph street, instead of between Jack- 
son boulevard and Madison street, as at first 
contemplated, to the south park commission. 


For Boulevard Across River.’ 

It it is the urgent desire of the property 
owners an the northernend of Michigan ave- 
nue to have the avenue boulevarded to Ran- 
dolph street I shall be glad to frame my ordi- 
mance to meet their wishes.“ he declared. 
I did not know the northern property own- 
ere favored the proposition so strongly. 
There is no reason why the boulevard should 
not extend to Randolph street.” 

One of the strongest supporters of the ex- 
tended boulevard is George R. Thorne, vice 
president of Montgomery Ward & Co., hold- 
ers of the only private property that would 
be directly affected by extended boulevard- 
ing, the frontage block between Madison and 
Washington streets. 

„We believe that Michigan avenue is des- 
tined to be the greatest and most beautiful 
thoroughfare in the world,“ he said. “ Ifthe 
boulevard is to be extended north of Jackson 
boulevard it should go through to Randolph 
street. Michigan avenue should be a boule- 
vard the entire length of Grant park at least, 
and many of us favor plans that ultimately 
will extend it north across the Chicago river.“

Washington, D. C., Sept. #.—nvery pre- 
caution will be taken by the federai govern - 
ment, through the board of food and drug 
inspection of the department of agriculture, 


regarding the weight or volume of foods or 
drugs purchased, 

This intention*was clearly indicated today 
by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chairman of tne 
board of food and drug inspection, in ad- 
dressing manufacturers and jobbers of tood 
products. 

The manufacturers were given a hearing 
to determine it, as alleged, the weight or 
volume of a package of foods or drugs has 
been found lower than that claimed on the 
labels. Charges have been made from time 
to time that the law has been violated. 

We do not expect absolute accuracy in 
the weight or volume of a package of foods 
or drugs entering into interstate commerce, 
declared Dr. Wiley, dut what we demand 
is that there shall be only a reasonable de- 
gree of variation. so that the public shall get 
what it pays for. 

It must not be altogether in the direction 
of the manufacturer. if the manutacturer 
errs at all, why not err in favor of the pur- 
chaser by giving him à little over, instead 
of a short weight?” 

Testimony was given by R. J. Piggott ot 
Chicago, representing manufacturers of 
cheese in that city, to the effect that because 
the dealers held the manufacturers respon- 
sible for shrinkage their business was in 
a demoralized condition. 

A ruling on cheese will be promuigated 
shortly.

RINCE VICTOR of Italy, count of 
Turin, brother of the duke of Aosta 
and of the duke of the Abruzzi, at 
length has been heard from in the 
interfor of Africa. He has not en- 
countered Theodore Rooseveit in his travels, 
and now is in the eastern provinces of Bel- 
gian Congoland, making his headquarters 
at Basoko. He has been traveling extensive- 


ly in the moat remote possessions of England 


and Germany in the center of Africa, far 
beyond the reach of civilization, and this 
news of his whereabouts is virtually the 
first that has been received for a number of 
months past.

Lord Monkswell, president of the Anti- 
Slavery and Aborigines Protection society, 
who in that capacity is sending Joseph Burtt 
as the representative of the organization to 
the United States for the purpose of-arous- 
ing, by means of lectures in the principal 
cities, public sentiment againet the slave 
produced cocoa of Portuguese West Africa, 
@ product which now is entirely boycotted in 
Great Britain, has been a frequent visitor 
to this country, and also was one of the 
British representatives at the international 
exhibitions of Chicago and St. Louis. He is 
indebted for his peerage to his father, who 
was an eminent judge and who died as a 
member of the, judiciary committee of the 


privy council, the highest tribunal of the 


British empire. 


A number of years before he had come 
prominently before the public in connection 
with the technical points of international law 
which he raised in the case of the Felicidade 
pirates, and so important was his argument 
in the matter considered that the Amerioan 
minister used it in support of his demands 
upon Lord John Russell and the British 
government for the detention of the confed- 
erate cruisers in the Mersey. That demand of 
Minister Adams and that argument of the 
late Lord Monkewell subsequentiy: were 
acted upon by the British government, 
though not before the Alabama had got away 
getting away for which the Geneva court 
of arbitration mulcted the British nation 
to the tune of $15,000,000. « ö 

Though not impressive in appearance—the 
late Edmund Yates once likened it to that 
of a prosperous rabbit —the late Lord 
Monkswell was a most versatile and thor- 
oughly accomplished man. He was an artist 
of no medn merit, his paintings finding 
a place on the walls of the Royal academy. 
He translated the “De Corona of De- 
mosthenes and was one of the finest amateur 
billiard players in England. . 

His artistic talents he has bequeathed to his 
younger son, the Hon. John Collier of the 
Royal academy, one of the most successful 
portrait painters in London, whose pictures 
entitled The Cheat in the Royal academy 
exhibition of 1905 and The Death Sen- 
tence“ at the Royal academy two ‘years 
later, have been reproduced extensivly on 
both sides of the Atlantic and have furnished 
as much discussion in America as in Eng- 
land. John Collier married first one of the 
daughters of the late Prof. Huxley and after 
her death wedded her younger sister, and it is 
only since the repeal two or three years ago 
of the English law forbidding marriages with 
deceased wives’ sisters that his sons by his 
second marriage have become legitimate and 
been placed in the line of succession to the 
peerage of their uncle, Lord Monkswell. 

Lord Monkswell's son and heir, the Hon. 
Robert Collier, spent some time at Washing- 
ton as secretary of the British embass 
there. 

Lord Monkswell himself has been a lord 
in waiting to Queen Victoria, under secretary 


of state for foreign affairs in the last Rose- 


bery administration, and chairman of the 
county council—that is to say, chief magis- 
trate of that immense portion of London not 
comprised in the narrow limits of what is 
known as the city. Before succeeding to his 
father’s peerage he worked at the bar. and 
for many years was conveyancing counsel 
to the treasury. He is extremely rich, the 
fortune of his family having been founded by 
his grandfather, a Plymouth merchant of 
high standing and great shrewdness, who 
represented that port in parliament for many 
years. 
> 


Associated with Lord Monkswell in his 
appeal to the American people on the subfect 
of the conditions of slavery in the Portu- 
Suese cocoa plantations of West Africa is 
Sir Thomas Powell Buxton, the chairman of 
ths board of directors of the great Anti- 
Slavery and Aborigines Protection society 
in England. Sir Thomas, in spite of his de- 
riving the greater part of his large incéme 
from his partnership in the great brewery 
firm of Truman, Hanbury & Buxton, has 
been one of the leaders of the temperance 
party, and in his earlier days was pronounced 
in his evangelistic opinions; in fact, was a 
good deal of a Puritan. Indeed, when he 
was appointed to the government of South 
Australia he considered it his duty to pro- 
claim, before reaching the antipodes, tha 
while in office he would live up to his evan 
gelical principles and give no sanctioh either 
to the race course or to the theater by his 
presence. He had not been long in Australia, 
however, before he found that he must bow to 
the inevitable’ The representatives of the 
crown in Australia have few political duties 
to discharge. They are the local heade of 
society, and their business is to entertain. 
to be entertained, and to patronize both the 
stage and the principal races of the year; in 
fact, to promote all social undertakings, pre- 
cisely in the same manner as the royal family 
is accustomed to do in England. 

Sir Thomas, like a sensible man, gradually 
accepted the situation, put his temperance 
and evangelistic principles into his pocket 
for the time being, became a familiar figure 
on the race course and at theatrical perform- 
ances, and did not hesitate to serve the most 
excellent wines ct all his entertainments. His 
sojourn in Australia had the result of trans- 
forming him from a narrow minded into a 
broad minded man, and while the now de- 
funct Exeter hall was in despair at what it 
described as his “fall from grace,” _his 
friends were delighted. 

That Sir Thomas Powell Buxton should be 
prominently identified with the management 
of the Anti-Slavery society is wholly in keep- 
ing with the traditions of his family. For his 
grandfather and namesake, the first baronet, 
achieved international fame as an abolition- 
ist and succeeded Wilberforce as the cham- 
pion of the slaves in the West Indies, con- 
tributing more than any other one man to 
their emancipation. He was associated like- 
wise with his sister-in-law, Mrs. Fry, in the 
reform of the prison management, and the 
introduction of more humane methods in 
penal institutions, while another movement 
which he helped to bring to a successful is- 
sue was the doing away with suttee in India 
—that is to say, the time honored practice of 
burning alive the widows of deceased Hin- 
doos on the latters’ funeraf pyre,

© shore line about here seems less br 
the hills extend nearer the water's pny 
the country seems broken, and every inch 
is covered with a luxuriant vegetation, more 
beautiful than I have yet seen. We landed 
through a heavy gurt on an utterly unpro- 
tected white and black sand beach, being 
assisted by many natives, who seem friendly, 
else we surely should have had a sally 
water bath. As it was, the surf broke over 
the stern of our whale boat. 

Up the steep bank of the shore and over it 


a brackish lagoon, the old mouth of a river, 
now entirely closed, the fresh water making 
its way to the sea with difficulty, far above 


and below. But this same lagoon presented 


a scene of great, quiet beauty. In front, at 
our feet along the bank nearest the sea, 
were a dozen or more tiny outrigger canoes, 
all nicely carved. The side or end walls of 
the lagoon were farmed by dense forest: its 
rear wall by wooded mountains, with a 
lovely gap for the river. On the lagoon were 
many other canoes with men, women and 
children, and in the center was the village 
of Massuli. The high, sharp peaked, conical 
houses being built on piles in the water, a 
veritable pile-dwelfing village indeed! 

It was too late to venture out to the houses 
in the tiny canoet, for the lagoon swarms 
with big crocodiles. So I opened up à can of 
fishhooks and began trading for a bundle 
of arrows a man had in his canoe. In ten 
minutes I had ninety decorated arrows and 
had to cry finish.“ I could have bought 
a thousand. I don’t know where they came 
from, but every man at once seemed to be 
able to produce from some hidden source an 
inexhaustible supply. O, for a day or a 
week among these big bushy headed, painted 
faced chaps! But it was growing dark and 
we had to return. 


Days in Islands All Busy. 

Yes, it has been @ busy day, as has every 
one since I landed in Simpson Hafen, a little 
more than five weeks ago. Tonight we rock 
to and fro with the. short roll which breaks 
on the nearby shore in one great incessant 
roar; and my long chair will be most wel- 
come. 

Monday—Up at 8 0 clock; bit while I was 
at the bath the captain sent two boats ashore, 
thinking, I suspect, they might be more suc- 
cessful in the recrujting if I were not present 
with my seductive trade bags. I was keen- 
ly disappointed, but saw the point. They 
soon returned, but with no recruits, and at 
7 o'clock we weighed anchor and headed 
west, and for five hours I enjoyed my first 
leisure for a week, and spent it reading and 
studying charts of the coast. Beyond Massulli 
the long range which forms its background 
seems to end, and a low country is found, 
with no hills in the interior to be seen. Then 


the beautiful hills begin again, coming closer 


to the- shore line and finely wooded, with 
broken higher hills behind. —
